The leoond public lecture, on 

"Sculpture in Now York," was 

delivered i>y Mr Qoinoy Adams, 
on the evening of Thursday, Octo- 

b«l 10th. Mr. Adams wiih intro- 
duced to the gathering by Principal 
Carrier and began his lecture short- 
ly after 8:ir> o'clock. 

With Mr. Thomaaon Interpret- 
ing his remarks, he opened his 
lecture by telling of the wonderful 

statues located In New York, many 
of wliicli are the work of talented 

American sculptors. Many of these 
statnea are situated In such places 

that it is difficult for a pedestrian 

to gel a glimpse of them. For In- 
stance, in West 23d Btreet there 
ih a statue of Alirahain Lincoln. 

This statue la of great magnitude, 

hut, the passing trolleys on One Side, 
traffic on the Other side, and a cross- 
town system to the left, put the 
■tatUe entirely out, of sight. In 
front of the '1'ribtuir luiihliiig on 

Park Bow, Is a gigantic statue 
of Horace Greeley. Horace Greeley 
eras one of the greatest writers of 

bin time, lie poses in an arm chair 
as though he is sleeping, and Mr. 
Adams said if the BCUlptOI had pos- 
ed Greeley In an attitude of writing 

Home book, then the statue would 
easily be distinguished by school 
Ohildten as that, of a writer. 

Mr. Adams is an artist, by profes- 
Hion and the Secretary of the Art 
Commission of Now York City. 

Ho spoke for about fifteen min- 
utes anil then the first sloroopiioon 
view, showing a monument dedicat- 
ed to I, he memory of the biave men 
who died during the war, was 
thrown on the screen. This monu 
men! is imperfect, and Mr. Adams 
told us that all forms of art lack 
perfection 

Most of the statues and monuments 
that, we find in New York, are pie 
sauted to the city as gifts. In 
Central Park there area number 
of excellent monuments and statues 
erected to decorate the park and 
lor the pleasure of the people. 

Consider the equestrian statue 
erected in New York in honor of 
General Sherman. He sits erect on 
a veritable war horse with his «-loak 
thrown hack. This is a wonderful 
piece of sculpture, and anybody 
can recognise the figure as thai of 
a soldier during wai time. 

Above all take the statue 
dedicated tO Abraham Lincoln. 
This woik has in very truth an ac- 
cent of dignity and charm, an ac- 
cent of profound yet simple senti- 
ment. Lincoln is represented 

Standing in front of a chair from 
which be liaH just risen and is about 
to speak. In this pose it, is said he 
is making a speech in which he is 

freeing toe slave*. 

Thousands of perSOOS view tin* 
statue of Nathan Male, now Stand- 
ing On the outskirts of City Hall. 
Nathan Hale stands erect and is 
aboul to face death. During the 
Revolutionary War he entered the 
British camp and pretended to be a 
Tory schoolmaster. When captured 
he was sentenced to death. His 
last words, which are inscribed on 
his statue, are "I onlv regret thai I 
have but one life to lose for my 
country." 

|u (lie Museum of Natinal History 
stands a magnificent statue of Gen- 
eral George Washington, "the 

father of his country." This statue 
is so exalted in the world of art. that, 
it is said to be the linos! statue of 
Washington that has ever been 
made. It was made by a French 
moii. 

Mr. Adams now began to speak 
of the brilliant sculpture to be 
found in the various publlo build- 
legs in the city. Some of those 
si at ues reach a height of twelve feel 
and are completed through per- 
wlslenl toil. 

An excellent tablet, erected in 

memory <>f (hose who perished dur- 

log the siocuin disaster, iH to be 

found in the downtown section of 
this city. Mr. Adams said this was 
one of the fines) specimens of art ho 
has ever seen, even though it lacks 
perfection in some wayH. 

Of the numerous busts and statues 
to bo found in the City Hall, the 
bust or General Washington is clas- 
sified as being the beet. 

In front of Coopei Institute can 
be seen an ai fistic statue of Pi 

per, the rounder of the above 
D ' Institute. 



Mr. Adams' lecture proved to be 

of especial Interest to the pupils, as 
be pointed out and described most 
of the statues and monuments the 

pupils have seen in this oily. 

His leefun led at 9:15 o'clock, 

amid a round of applause. The 
third lecture, for next Thursday 

evening, by Mr. Peter MacQueen, 

is entitled " Egypt and the Nile."

During the reign of Heury III , 
John's son, theie was another strug- 
gle between the king and the people. 
The king filled the court with his 
foreign friends and even granted to 
them the royal castles which should 
have belonged to Knglish nobles. 
Not only this, but he broke the lawB 
of the country to suit himself as his 
father had done, and made the poor 
people pay great, sums of money 
which he and the foreigners of his 
conit spent on their own pleasure. 
People grew very dissatisfied, but 
as yet there was no one to act as 
leader. 

While affairs were in this state, an- 
other foroignoi landed in England, 
a young man was named Simon Do 
Montfort. He had been forced to 
leave France, and, as he was heir to 
large Knglish elates, he did homage 
to King Henry for his land and be- 
came an Knglish eitzen. At first, 
he and the king were great friends. 
He married Henry's sister, Kleanor; 
and Prince Kdward, the king's eld- 
est son, was more often with this 
new uncle than in the company of 
his own father. Karl Simon was 
very proud of the lad, and took great, 
delight in teaching him the 
aria of war and statecraft. Indeed 
(he courage and skill of the young 
Prince, and his wise rule later as 
king, weie the results of this patient 
love and teaching, and one of the 
earl's greatest sorrows was the fact 
that his pupil and friend should 
fight against him at the head of the 
royal armies. When the young 
Prince proved victorious, De Mont- 
fort, facing defeat and death, could 
still icjoice in the courage and skill 
of his former pupil. "It was from 
me, he learned of it," he cried 
proudly, as he watched the soldierly 
advance of the royal leader. 

The friendship of thekingdid not 
long continue. Karl Simon saw 
that Henry by his acts of tyranny 
was bringing ruin on the country, 
and soon he joined the Knglish 
nobles in their effort for reform. In 
1258 Henry called his barons to- 
gether to ask for money, and De 
Montfort and many of the English 
baroni came lo this Parliament 
fully armed. Before granting the 
King's request they forced him to 
promise to keep the deal Charter 
which his father had signed ; to call 
a parliament three times a year ; 
and to replace the royal eastles in 
the hands of Englishmen. These 
written promises were called the 
Provisions of Oxford. The king 
signed them, but he kept them very 
unwillingly. However, the nobles 
saw that they were enforced, and 
for a time the favorites of the king 
leturned to Prance. 

Henry was very angry at the 
leaders of this movement, and when 
he at last persuaded the Pope to 
say that lie need not keep the 
promises which he had made, Earl 
Simon had to fly from the country. 
The foreigners ag.nn flocked to the 
Knglish court, and things grew 
worse than before. 

At last the English barons decid- 
ed to rise against the king ami sent 
for De Montfort to lead them. Re- 
turning ho gathered the barons 
under his banner, took possession 
of Dover and London, and prepar- 
ed for war. At first he was suc- 
cessful. He met the army of the 
king at Lewes, and for hours the 
result hung in the balance. Prince 
Edward proved a gallant leafier. 
With his knights he forced one 
wing of the Karl's army to flight, 
but, while he followed, the battle 
whs lost and he returned to find his 
father a prisoner and to share his 
fate. 

The Karl was now at the head of 
the kingdom and he at once called 
togcthci a Parliament. For the 
lirst time citizens of the towns sat 
iu an English Parliament with the 
barons and churchmen. 

Hut the sons of De Montfort were 
80 proud and overbearing that. 
many of the barons left the cause 
and went over to the side of the 
vanquished king. Prince Kdwaid, 
too, escaped from prison and put 
himself at the head of the king's 
troops. He met and defeated 
De Mont fort's son, and placing the 
captured banners in the front of 
his own army, succeeded in deceiv- 
ing the old earl. Too late Dfl 
Montfort discovered his mistake. 
There was no chance of success, he 
knew and be pleaded with those 
who followed him to seek safety in 



flight; — but none would go. For 
three long hours the battle raged, 
De Montfort, facing defeat with 
which he had won his victories, 
flung his little band of kinghts 
against the enemy. It was to no 
purpose. One by one they fell 
the old earl fought alone. At 
he, too, was out down, and 
cause was lost. 

But for a time only, 
death of Henry, Edward 
the throne. What ho had 
do by force of arms, De 
had long ago accomplished in his 
friendship with this favorite ne- 
phew. Loyalty had kept Ed ward on 
his father's side of the contest, but 
iu his heart, he acknowledged the 
rights of the barons. With his 
reign came the reforms for which 
the earl had striven and for which 
his life had been sacrificed.

WHEELING. 



Christopher Colnmtmo. 

Columbus was born in Genoa, 
Italy, in the early part of the Fif- 
teenth Century. Genoa was a very 
beautiful and wealthy city on the 
coast of the Mediterranean sea. 
Columbus was a poor boy. He 
was anxious to get an education, 
but lis there were very few printed 
books and only a few schools it 
cost a great doal for one to be 
ednoated. When Colnmbus was 
fourteen years old he went to Por- 
t ugal to learn to be a sailor. He had 
heard that there were many sailors 
iu Portugal and that he could get 
work •here and make some money. 
Col u n bus was very fond of studying 
geography, and while he was in Por- 
tugal he made maps, when he was 
not busy as a sailor, and sold them. 
Many people believed the earth was 
flat, but Columbus believed the 
earth was round. His frieuds laugh- 
ed at him for having such funny 
ideas but Columbus saved his 
money. He intentcd some day to 
buy some ships and make a trip 
around the world and prove to the 
people that the earth was round. 

Columbus could not save enough 
money to buy ships and employ 
sailors for the loug voyage around 
the earth. He made several at- 
tempts to borrow money but failed. 
One day he went to soe the King 
and Queen of Spain. They treated 
Columbus very politely, but told 
hi in that they were so busy that he 
must come again and they would 
listen to his plans for a trip 
around the earth. Columbus waited 
five years and went to see the good 
woman. She treated Columbus 
very kindly. She told him that she 
would help him, and if she couldn't 
get the mouey from Spain she would 
sell her jewels and give the money 
to him. Columbus felt very much 
encouraged. He knew that the 
good Queen would help him and 
that he would yet make his voyage. 
Three small ships were bought by 
Columbus. He named the largest 
ship Santa Maria. It was about 63 
feet long and 20 feet wide. On Fri- 
day, August 2,1492, Columbus sail 
ed from Spain, amid the tears and 
prayers of his friends, who never 
expected to see him again. Many 
weeks passed and no land was seen 
by Columbus and his sailois. The 
sailors became very much alarmed 
and wanted to turn hack, but Co 
hi m bus' courage never falleied. 

At last Columbus and his sailor- 
saw a stick and limbs of trees float- 
ing on the water, and they knew 
that they weie uear laud. 

On Friday, October 12, 1492, Co- 
lumbus and his men landed on a 
small island near Cuba. Columbus 
named this island San Salvadoi, 
which means "Holy Savior." 

Columbus with his men stayed 
several months on that island, 
lumbus did not know that ho was 
near America. He thought he was 
near the coast of India. Columbus 
and his men returned to Spain and 
the people received him with great 
honor. 

Before Columbus died he made 
three other voyages to the West 
India Islands. He established a 
settlement on the Island of llayti, 
and traveled over many of the other 
islands. Columbus was made gov- 
ernor of the laud he had discovered, 
but he never knew that he had 
found America. As governor, Co- 
lumbus was disliked, because he was 
an Italian. The people of llayti 
succeeded in having Columbus ex- 
pelled from office and sent back 
Spain chained as prisoner.

In the days goue by, when the 
wigwams of the red men were scat- 
tered all through the woods border- 
ing the Atlantic Coast, there were 
many wild animals and birds that 
we never see to-day. One of the in 
important of these was the wild 
pigeon, Wascowan, the wanderer, as 
the Indians called him. Every 
spring and autumn mighty flocks 
of these birds passed northward 
and southward. The coming of 
the passenger pigeons was a great 
event to the red man, always cele- 
brated with feasting and rejoicing, 
for roast pigeon was one of his 
favorite dainties. In the early days 
of the coming of the white men, 
and for many years afterwards, the 
huge flocks continued to migrate 
northward In the spring and return 
to the South for the winter. So 
immense were these flocks that it 
sometimes took five hours for one to 
pass a given spot. 

The sun was darkened by the 
clouds of pigeons, and great 
blanches of trees on which they 
alighted were broken down by their 
weight. The children weut out 
and killed them with sticks, and 
wagon-loads of them were peddled 
through the strc< 

On their journeyings, the birds 
chose roosts here and there, where 
they remained as long as they could 
obtain food. T! willing to 

take a half day's Might to procure a 
good meal rather than abandon a 
favorite roost. 

Gradually, as the country became 
more and more settled, and their 
food grew poorer and less abundant, 
the flocks of semi-annual visitors 
grew smaller and smaller. Their 
numbers were greatly diminished 
also by the wholesale slaughter 
which took place twioe a year, and 
to-day the Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington has announced that 
it cannot procure one living speci- 
men of the wild passenger pigeon.—
